REPORT. 


To  the  County  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County: 

Gentlemen, — 

By  an  Act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  at 
December  session  1852,  chapter  357,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  valuation  and  severance  of  the  ownership  of  property 
now  held  jointly  by  the  Gity  and  County  of  Baltimore,"  it  was 
provided  that  "  three  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  County 
and  three  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  estimate  the  present  actual  value  ot  the  entire 
property,  of  every  description,  now  held  jointly  by  the  City  and 
County  of  Baltimore,  and  shall  proceed  to  ciivide  the  same  equally 
between  the  parties,  so  far  as  the  same  may,  in  their  opinion,  be 
susceptible  of  specific  division,  without  prejudice  to  the  interests 
of  either  party,  or  in  case  the  division  thus  contemplated  cannot 
be  effected,  then  the  persons  respectively  appointed  by  the  Coun- 
ty Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County,  and  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  shall  assign  to  one  or  the  other,  any  partic- 
ular part  of  the  whole,  with  such  sum  of  money  added  to  the  lesser 
valued  property  as  shall  make  the  lesser  valued  equal  to  the 
greater  valued  property,  and  which  difference  shall  be  stated  in 
the  report  hereafter  required  to  be  made,"  &c.,  &c. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  above  enactment  of  the  Legislature, 
Thomas  B.  Cockey,  Joshua  Hutchins  and  Joab  Bernard  were  ap- 
pointed Commissioners  on  the  part  of  Baltimore  County,  and 
Christian  Keener,  Nathan  T.  Dushane  and  Fielding  Lucas,  Jr., 
on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  all  of  whom  being  duly  qual- 
ified according  to  law,  as  will  appear  by  the  Commissions  and 
endorsements  thereon,  proceeded  to  perform  the  duties  assigned 
them,  and  on  the  16th  day  of  September  last  they  met  at  the 
Court  House  and  organised  by  appointing  Fielding  Lucas,  Jr., 
Chairman,  and  John  L.  Stansbury,  Secretary  to  the  Commission- 
ers, who  being  duly  qualified,  they  proceeded  to  perform  the  du- 
ties assigned  them,  and  after  having  from  time  to  time  examined 
the  entire  aJpject  with  great  deliberation,  as  will  appear  by  our 
proceedin^^herewith ;  the  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report,  viz  : 


The  Commissioners  find  on  examination  the  following  property 
comprising  lots,  lands,  buildings  and  personal  estate  of  every  de- 
scription that  has  been  represented  to  us  as  now  being  held  in 
joint  ownership,  by  the  City  and  County  of  Baltimore,  and  which 
we  shall  designate  as

We  then,  under  the  authority  of  the  above  enactment,  proceed- 
ed to  estimate  the  actual  value  of  the  entire  property  of  every  de- 
scription noW'  held  jointly  by  the  City  and  County  of  Baltimore, 
and  to  divide  the  same  equally  betw^een  the  parties,  so  far  as  the 
same  in  our  opinion  was  susceptible  of  specific  division,  without 
loss  or  injury  to  the  parties  interested,  and  to  assign  to  the  one  or 
the  other  such  sum  of  money  added  to  the  lesser  valued  property 
as  shall  make  the  lesser  equal  to  the  greater  valued  property;  and 
in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  us,  by  the  afoH^aid  enact- 
ment, divided  the  same  into  two  parts,  which  said  p"s  are  des- 
ignated by  the  letters  A  and  B  in  the  subjoined  division :

ted in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  upon  the  payment  to 
Baltimore  county  the  one  half  the  value  thereof."

It  may  be  necessary  to  remark  that  it  was  mutually  agreed 
upon  by  the  Commissioners,  that  the  City  and  County  retain  all 
the  moveable  personal  property  now  in  the  offices,  respectively 
occupied  by  them  and  although  not  strictly  within  the  bounds  of 
the  duty  prescribed  your  Commissioners,  they  cannot  in  view  of 
the  necessary  delay  attendant  upon  the  erection  of  suitable  build- 
ings for  the  use  of  the  County,  close  this  report  without  urging 
the  suggestion  that  the  same  accommodation  that  has  hitherto 
been  mutually  enjoyed,  be  continued  and  extended  to  the  County 
for  a  period,  at  least  sufficient  to  enable  the  County  Commis- 
sioners to  provide  such  buildings  as  their  necessities  may  require. 
The  justice  of  this  becomes  more  strongly  apparent,  in  view  of 
the  recent  large  expenditures  in  refitting,  and  of  which  the  Coun- 
ty has  paid  the  one-half  part.

According  to  previous  arrangement,  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  virtue  of  an  Act  oi"  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  valuation  and  severance 
of  ihe  Ownership  of  Property  now  held  jointly  by  the  City  and 
County  of  Baltimore,  chapter  357,  passed  May  31st,  1852,  met 
at  the  Court  House  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.

The  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County  presented  their  cre- 
dentials, and  the  Commissioners  for  the  City  also  having  been 
first  duly  qualified, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dushane, 

Proceeded  to  ballot  for  Clerk,  w^hen  John  L.  Stansbury  receiv- 
ed a  majority  of  the  voles,  and  w^as  duly  elected,  and  informed 
thereof  by  Mr.  Bernard.  Mr.  Stansbury  appeared  and  was  duly 
qualified,  according  to  law,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dushane, 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  be  authorised  to  purchase  such  book 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  record  of  proceedings  of  said  Board. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Keener, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  make  examination  of  records,  &c., 
such  as  may  give  the  necessary  information  regarding  the  title 
of  the  property  held  jointly  between  Baltimore  City  and  Balti- 
more County. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bernard, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  authorised  to  call  the  Board 
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together,  when  he  shall  have  procured  such  information  as  regards 
title,  &c.,  of  joint  property  owned  by  Baltimore  City  and 
County.

Which  sum  was  handed  over  to  N.  Hickman,  Agent  for  the 
Trustees  'of  the  Alms'  House,  28th  December,  1848,  by  City 
Register. 

In  regard  to  the  discrepency  between  the  Nos.  97,  98  and  99, 
which  appears  in  the  deed,  and  those  by  which  the  sale  was  ef- 
fected in  Nos.  24,  25  and  26,  it  is  only  necessary  to  remark,  that 
the  first  refers  to  the  number  on  S.  Ettings'  Plat,  and  the  latter 
refers  to  the  Commissioners'  Plat  for  opening  Division  street,  un- 
der which  the  sale  was  made. 

The  committee  were  continued. 

STATEMENT 

Of  the  Property  owned  jointly  by  the  City  and  County  of  Balti- 
more, showing  the  manner  in  which  the  Title  thereto  was  derived, 
as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  Records. 
First.     The  Lot  on  which  the  Court  House  and  Record  Office 
stand.     The  title  to  this  property,  in  the  first  instance,  appears  to 
have  been  derived  exclusively  under  an  inquisition  and  condem- 
nation held  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  Province 
of  Maryland,  passed  in  the  year  1768,  chapter  14,  "for  removing 
the  seat  of  Justice  from  the  town  of  Joppa,  in  Baltimore  county, 
to  Baltimore  town,   in  said  county,  and  for  surveying  and  laying 
out  a  parcel  of  land  in  said  town  of  Bahimore,  for  the  use  of  the 
Public  Court  House  and  Prison  in  said  town." 

The  inquisition  held  under  this  Act,  bears  date  the  tenth  day 
of  February,  1769,  and  was  duly  recorded  the  second  day  of 
March,  1796,  in  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  U.  U.,  folio  477,  one  of  the 
land  records  of  Baltimore  county. 

By  the  Act  of  1797,  chapter  73,  entitled  an  Act  for  building  a 
new  Jail,  in  Baltimore  county,  and  by  the  Supplement  thereto,  of 
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1798,  chapter  87,  and  1798,  chapter  110,  Samuel  Owings,  Jaraes 
Carroll,  John  Merryman,  James  Carey  and  Nicholas  Rogers,  the 
Commissioners  appointed  td^iild  the  said  new  Jail,  were  (1798, 
chapter  87,  sections  4  and  5)  authorised  to  sell  and  convey  a 
portion  of  said  Court  House  Lot,  to  wit : 

So  much  tliereof  as  lies  on  the  ■svest  side  ot"  a  line  drawn  parel- 
lel  to  and  distant  153  feet  west,  from  the  west  side  of  Calvert 
street.  And  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  so  vested  in  them,  the 
said  Commissioners  sold,  and  by  deed,  dated  the  1st  day  of  May, 
1802,  recorded  in  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  73,  folio  67,  conveyed  to 
William  Lorman  a  part  of  said  ground,  commencing  at  the  south 
east  corner  of  St.  Paul's  lane  (now  St.  Paul  street,)  and  New 
Church,  (now  Lexington  street,)  and'  extending  east  160  feet 
and  south  96  feet,  to  an  alley  15  feet  wide,  (now  Court  House 
lane,)  another  part  to  John  McKim,  by  deed  dated  the  1st  dav  of 
May,  1802,  recorded  in  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  70,  folio  626,  ^c,"  be- 
ing a  Lot  25  feet  front  on  Lexington  street,  adjoining  the  east 
side  of  Lorman's  Lot,  and  extending  through  to  Court  House 
lane,  and  another  part  to  Ennion  Williams,  by  deed,  dated  the 
31st  day  of  May,  1802,  recorded  in  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  73,  folio 
214,  &c.,  being  a  Lot  25  feet  front  on  Lexington  street,  adjoining 
the  east  side  of  McKim's  Lot,  and  extending  back  to  Court 
House  lane. 

William  Lorman  having  acquired  the  title  to  both  the  above 
mentioned  lots,  by  deeds  from  John  McKim  and  Ennion  Wil- 
liams, dated  respectively  the  8th  and  10th  of  November  1804,  and 
recorded  in  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  82,  folio  591,  &c.,  and  588,  by  deed 
dated  the  11th  day  of  August  1815,  and  recorded  in  Liber  W.  G., 
No.  131,  folio  742,  conveyed  the  whole  property  to  wit ;  210  feet 
extending  east  from  Saint  Paul  street,  and  through  to  Court  House 
lane,  to  the  Justices'  of  the  Levy  Court  for  Baltimore  County,  in 
trust  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  Baltimore  County,  and  for  no  other 
use,  trust,  intent  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Second.  The  Jail  and  Prison  Lot ;  the  title  to  this  lot  is  held 
under  an  Inquisition  and  Condemnation  in  pursuance  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  1798,  chapter  110,  entitled  a  supplement  to  an 
Act  for  building  a  new  Jail  in  Baltimore  county  ;  which  Inquisi- 
tion bears  date  the  5tii  day  of  May,  1800,  and  with  all  the  pro- 
ceedings thereon  was  recorded  on  the  9th  day  of  June,  1801,  in 
Liber  W.  G.,  No.  67,  folio  362,  &c. 

Also,  by  a  deed  from  Catharine  Griffith  and  others,  to  Samuel 
Owings  and  others,  the  Commissioners  for  erecting  the  new  Jail, 
to  hold  for  the  use  oi  Baltimore  County,  (see  Act  of  1798,  chap- 
ter 87,  section  2,)  which  deed  is  dated  the  11th  day  of  May,  1801, 
and  is  recorded  in  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  67,  folio  369,  &c. 

Also,  by  a  deed  from  William  Wilson  to  the  said  Commission- 
ers, for  the  use  of  Baltimore  County,  dated  the  27th  day  of  May, 
1802,  and  recorded  m  Liber  W.  G.,  No.  73,  folio  654,  &c. 
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Also,  by  a  deed  from  John  Eager  Howard,  Josias  Pennington 
and  James  Ogleby,  to  Baltimore  Coimty,  dated  the  4th  day  of 
August,  1802,  and  recorded  in  LibefPlV.  G.,  No.  73,  folio  656, 
&c. 

And  by  a  deed  from  Nicholas  Ruxton  Moore  to  Samuel  Owings 
and  others,  the  Commissioners  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of  Baltimore 
County,  dated  the  llth  day  of  December  1799,  and  recorded  in 
Liber  W.  G.,  No.  62,  foHo  33,  &c. 

Third.  The  Poor  House  property  embraces  the  entire  tract  of 
land  containing  302  acres,  more  or  less,  which  was  conveyed  by 
the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Mechanics  Bank  of  Baltimore, 
to  the  Trustees  for  the  Poor  of  Baltimore  City  and  County,  by 
Indenture  bearing  date  the  26th  day  of  June,  1835,  and  recorded 
among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  County,  in  Liber  T.  K., 
No.  250,  folio  44,  &c. 

Fourth,  Besides  the  foregoing  property  there  appears  upon 
the  records  a  deed  from  Deter  Barger  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor

Sir, — According  to  your  instructions  we  have  examined  the 
Court  House,  of  Baltimore,  with  a  view  to  determine  its  value. 
"We  find  it  to  be  well  and  substantially  built ;  about  two-thirds 
being  in  cellar  and  first  story  arched  fire  proof. 
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The  walls  are  generally  twenty-six  inches  thick ;  the  amount 
of  cut  stone  work  is  considerable ;  the  roof  costly,  and  the  inte- 
rior finish  more  complete  even  than  necessary. 

Assuming  as  a  basis  of  valuation  the  cubic  content  of  the  build- 
ing, we  have  instituted  a  comparison  with  other  public  buildings, 
of  which  we  know  the  construction  and  cost,  such  as :  in  Wash- 
ington, the  Treasury  building,  which  cost  per  cubic  foot,  thirty- 
three  cents  ;  the  Patent  Office,  thirty  cents  ;  and  in  Baltimore, 
the  Office  building  of  the  Calvert  Station,  costing  seventeen  cents. 

Our  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  Court  House,  lounded  on  this 
comparison  and  deduced  from  measurement,  is  eighty-four  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  (|;84,960,)  assuming  it  to 
be  worth  twenty  cents  per  cubic  foot,  for  such  portions  as  come 
within  the  comparison.
